One of the very pleasant cus 
10 ms associated with the Christ¬ 
mas Season is the singing of 
Christmas Carol9. Most of 
have b.'en familiar with these 
lovely songs from infancy und 
take them for granted, never 
questioning where they came from 
or under what circumstances they 
originated. The following is a 
brief history of one of our most 
popular Christmas Carols as told 
by Torstein O. Kramme. 

On Christmas Eve, 1818, the or- 
gin of St. Nic'.oias Church, Ob- 
erndorf, Bavaria, was in need of 
repair. Oberndorf was snow¬ 
bound, and there was no repair¬ 
man for miles around. Yet there 
must be some form of special 
music for the Christmas service. 
Franz Gruber, church organist, 
lay the matter before his friend, 
Joseph Mohr, vicar of the church, 
.suggesting that a new song might 
be helpful in the emergency. At 
'.his suggestion Mohr wrote the 
lovely verses of “Stille Nacht" 
(Silent Night.» 

Gruber immediately composed 
he music for it and presented the 
new s. ng at the Christmas Mid- 
u.jrht mass. It was sung in a 
Ihree-prrt arrangement to the ac- 
ompaniment of a guitar. 


When the organ repairman ar¬ 
rived from Tyrol a few days later, 
Gruber showed him the new song. 
He was pleased with it and took 
it to a family in the Austrian 
Tyrol, who made extended concert 
tours and were famous for their 
singing of folk-songs. Through 
this family the song became 
known in Germany even before it 
was published. 

In 1840, at Leipzig, it was print¬ 
ed as a "Tyrolean" Christmas 
ronrg. In its travels about Ger¬ 
many the song had lost the names 
of its composers. It was thought 
to be a folk - song, and as such 
no one suspected that the author¬ 
ship could be determined. At one 
time the name of Michael Haydn 
(brother of the famous Franz 
Joseph Haydn) was associated with 
he song as its composer. It has 
since been learned that' he made 

four-part arrangement of it. 

It is only recently that the true 
story of Silent Night has become I 
generally known. The first 
quiry into the origin of the song 
was made in 1854 by musicians of 
the royal court in Berlin. Later 
investigations by Ludvig Erk and 
H. E. Zimmerman have thrown 
much light on the subject. Zim¬

Wherever this exquisite carol is 
sung, it awakens precious mem¬ 
ories of childhoood, of lighted 
Christmas trees in daiticened 
churches and homes. The very 
simplicity of the song and tlie 
tranquil beauty of its music seem 
to breathe the atmosphere of the 
humble manger-birth. It has sung 
its way into the hearts of man¬ 
kind, being now one of the uni¬ 
versal favorites, and has been 
translated into no less than 90 
different languages and dialects.

Serious Students 
Replace 'Joe College' 

Reprint From College 
And University Bulletin 

Today’s college student has little 
in common with his predecessor of 
twenty years ago. according to a 
study conducted by W. Max Wise 
of Teachers College, Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, for the Commission on the 
College Student of the American 
Council on Education. The stu¬ 
dent is older, has more ability and 
is less inclined to be interested in 
campus traditions and activities. 

Of the three million students en¬ 
rolled in 1958, only 55% were of 
’’college age”—18-21. From 1953- 
57 there was a 30% increase in the 
18-19 year old enrollments while 
the number of enrollments in the 
25-34 age group increased 47%. 

Married students are prominent 
on today’s campus. When students 
were married "before the war,” 
many colleges asked them to re¬ 
sign. Now such students represent 
22% of the student body, acording 
to the report, and many colleges 
encourage their enrollment by pro¬ 
viding living quarters, class sched¬ 
ules, and social activities. 

An increase in the number of 
"working” students is also in evi¬ 
dence. In 1957, 71% of the people 
graduating from college had earn¬ 
ed all or part of their expenses as 
compared with 55% in 192J. How¬ 
ever, converting family income of 
students in 1924 and 1953 into 1950 
dollars, there is a 50% increase in 
students coming from homes in the 
“over $9,000” bracket. 

Noticeable changes have occurr¬ 
ed in student attitudes, the.study 
reveals. Gone are the days when 
each one expected to “set the world 
on fire.” Today’s student has his 
eye on a good, secure job and takes 
courses which he feels will achieve 
this purpose. As a consequence, he 
is no longer interested in the "gen¬ 
tlemen’s C” and strives to make 
good grades. 

One result has been a closer 
working relationship with his pro¬ 
fessors. Another is the increase in 
the number of students going to 
graduate school. The report also 
states “about two-thirds of the col¬ 
lege freshmen have some idea of 
what field they want to enter." 

Other changes are also apparent. 
The report called attention to the 
fact that students now tend to par¬ 
ticipate i n individualized sports, 
want a less protective college at¬ 
mosphere, and are more interested 
in the world outside the campus. 
First year courses, the report sug¬ 
gests, do not at present provide 
enough room for independent ef¬ 
fort.
